‘The Gitt of Tongues Distiet and Separate From the Evi- 
dence of the Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 


It is hardly needful for us to 
rehearse the teaching of the 
Bible concerning tongues as 
the evidence of the Baptism of 
- the Holy Ghost, but as the 
Evangel is constantly finding 
its way into new homes it 
may be more necessary than 
we think. This truth has 
been heralded abroad by pen 
and tongue so much during) 
the past seven years that one 
would almost think that it 
would have no antagonists, 
but sorry to say that although 
the Scripture is so plain to 
many yet there are millions of | 
professed Christians as blind 
to it as the Hotentots of Africa. 
' When we think of it in the 
broadest sense it is really sur- 
prising how few there are who 
really accept this point as a 
Scriptural truth. There are 
many who believe in the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost as an 
experience subsequent to 
heart purity or sanctification 
who do not believe all will 








speak in tongues, when they 
are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. 


It is not our purpose to con- 
vince people ofthis fact by 
our arguments, but it is our 
duty to lay before them the 
Scriptures and leave the re- 
sults with God and the people 
themselves. One of the mis- 
sions of this little sheet is to 
advocate this neglected theme 
and God forbid that it should 
become silent and show the 
least appearance of compro- 
mise. 

All Bible scholars admit 
that the one hundred and 
twenty who were in the up- 
per room at Jerusalem were 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
and all who are free from 
prejudice and sensible admit 
that they all spoke in other 
tongues asthe Spirit gave 
them utterance. 

John the Baptist pointed to 
Jesus who would baptize the 
people with the Holy Ghost, 
but of course said nothing 
about how they would know 





when they received such an 
experience. But Jesus gave 
His disciples special instruc- 
tions on this point and made 
it sufficiently plain until they 
never left the upper room and 
said they had received the 
Holy Ghost until they had 
spoken in tongues as the Spir- 
it gave them utterance. 


If a great blessing and great 
joy had been the evidence, 
as so many claim to cay, they 
could have said they receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost out at 
Bethany. If seeing Jesus af- 
ter his death, burtal andsres- 
urrection was the evidence 
they could have claimed the 
experience long before the 
day of Pentecost was fully 
come. If getting a view of 
Him as He was miraculously 
lifted up from the earth on 
His way tothe right hand of 
the Father was the evidence 
they could have — sung, 
“The Comforter has come,” 
out at Bethany without going 
back to Jerusalem and tarry- 
ing there until He came. But 
no sir, none of these miracu- 
lous manifestations satisfied 
the disciples. They had been 
instructed definitely and they 
knew their business. If they

How many people do you 
know of to-day who are 
claiming they have been bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost 
and don’t even believe in 
speaking in tongues! They 
are the avowed enemies of 
the “tongues, péople.” But 
here was alittle crowd of 
people that would not be dup- 
ed nor deceived. They 
would not say they had the 
Holy Ghost when they did 
not have Him: 

For years the Christian Al- 
liance people (I say it with all 
due respect to them for I be- 
lieve they were honest and 





sincere,) had me deceived 
and testifying to an untruth. 

I’m ashamed of it now. I 
ought to have known the 
Scriptures better, but I listen- 
ed to their teaching because 
I had confidence in them.

afraid to expose them even if 
they do carry a long title to 
their names. ; 
The twefth chapter of Ist 
Cor. does not refer at all to 
the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, but only to the Gifts 
of the Spirit that are to follow 
the receiving of the Spirit. 
The first verse is enough to 
show but as Paul well knew 
that wise (?) headed men of 
modern times would be so 
“woolgathered” as to con- 
found the tongues as the evi- 
dence of the baptism with 
the gifts, he finishes up the 
chapter with about the same 
thought regarding the refer- 
ence being made to the gifts. 


“Now concerning spiritual 
gifts, brethren, I would not 
have you ignorant.” 1 Cor. 12; | 
1. “But covet earnestly the 
best gifts.” 1 Cor. 12: 3. 

Between these two verses 
is given the standard work- 
ing order ofthe church. In 
this standard nine gifts of the 
Spirit are named, and one on- 
ly is “divers kinds of ton- 
gues.’ The apostle here 
shows that not every one will 
have all these gifts, but shows 
that one may have one gift 
and another another gift etc. 
and winds up by saying, “Do 
all speak with tongues?” as if 
not every one would have 
the gift of tongues. 


Ghost had fallen upon none 
of them Acts 8:16. When 
Peter and John got down 
there “Then laid they their 
hands on them, and they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost.” Acts 
8:17. This seemed to aston- 


strated heretofore. Although 
he had been with Philip and 
witnessed the casting out of 
devils, miracles and healings, 
yet he was notso much at- 
tracted that it created in him 
a manifest desire todo such 
things himself,but ‘“‘when (he) 
Simon saw that through the 
laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Holy Ghost was 
given, he offered them mon-| 
ey, saying, “Give me also 
this power.” Acts 8:18, 19. 
This was something new to| 
him and more desirable than 
anything else he had seen. 
In the face of John 15:26, 
Acts 2:4, 10:46, and 19:6 who 
could doubt but what it was 
speaking with tongues that so 
attracted Simon? One who 
would doubt this is in my 
judgment either prejudiced 
against the tongues as the ev- 
idence, blind or ignorant.
